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Douglas Bay is noted for its beauty. Broad in expanse, 
with a background of picturesque hills, it presents a 
charming view. The Tower of Refuge, shown in the 
picture, stands on a large bed of rock in Douglas Bay, 
and was erected in 1832 as a safe retreat for those who 
might be shipwrecked in the bay. 
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
